1,000 Join In Hunt; 


Horror Of Death 
Is Revealed

, TACOMA, Wash. (Copyright, 1937, 
By United Press)—While G-Men 
sought a former inmate of the Wash- 


ington asylum for the insane with a: 


known mania for kidnaping, a stained 
jacket and an abandoned automobile 
provided important leads today in the 


hunt for the kidnaper-slayer of 10-, 


year-old Charles Mattson. 


Spurred by $11,000 in rewards and 
growing public indignation, posses, 
official and unofficial, searched the 
Washington wilds for clues to the 
men who killed the captive child while 
negotiating with his father, Dr. W. W. 
Mattson, for the payment of $28,000 
’ ransom. : 

It was estimated that 1,000 men 
were engaged in this search, outside 
of the some 50 G-Men who conducted 


their hunt independently, under strict , 


secrecy. 

Despite this secrecy, it was learned 
that police at Puyallup, a small town 
nine miles east of Tacoma, had & 
child’s jacket they believed was stain- 
ed with the blood of Charles, and an 
abandoned automobile and that the 


former asylum inmate was wanted for 


questioning. 

The man was arrested in 1933 after 
he was alleged to have attempted to 
extort $60,000 from John Von Herbert, 


Portland and Seattle theater magnet, | 


on threat of kidnaping his 16-year-old 
son. The man was sent to the state 
asylum at Steilacoom, released later, 
and was questioned in the George 
Weyerhauser kidnaping, last year. 

Little Charles Mattson was first 
stabbed in the back and then bludg- 
eoned to death by a perverted degen- 
erate, the United Press Jearned today 
on unimpeachable authority. 

These facts were revealed beneath 
the weird blue lights of a Tacoma 
morgue by a secret autopsy performed 
by Drs. W. M. Cresswell and Charles 
McCall, working under the direction 
of E. J. Connelly, second in command 
of Federal Bureau of Investigation 
forces here. 

It was established that Charles did 
not die from the stabbing—his killer’s 
knife missed the vital organs—but 
that the slayer was forced to complete 
his job by battering in almost the en- 
tire rear portion of the boy’s head. 

The killer was a sexual pervert, the 
scientists decided.

Railroad crossing accidents took a terrific toll of human lives in 1936. In 


Many cases, a cool head could have saved the situation. 
Here's what happens lots of times: A driver will slow down to 10 or 15 


miles an hour when @pproaching the tracks; suddenly he hears the warning 
bell or sees the train coming. He immediately steps on the gas to get across 
in time and the result is his-car stalls—right in the path of the locomotive. 

If this should happen fo you, try: to remember this simple rule, furnished 
by the National Safety Council: Put your car in gear, let out the clutch, and 
step on the starter, The car will chug forward out of danger. 

Still another good rule to know is this: When you have slackened your 
speed approaching the tracks, shift into first or second gear, instead of trying 
to speed up in high gear. The latter often causes the car to stall, as we have | 
just said. 

Practice these rules, and you'll know what to do if you're ever caught ‘“‘on 
the spot,” as you are “on the spot” in such a situation.
